OTTAWA, April 23.— (Cana- 
dian Press) — This afternoon's | 
session of the special committee | 
on pensions and re-establishment | 
was featured, by a clash between 
Colu.

mittee. Col. Davis, who was a 
witness at the morning aitting of the 
committee, was recalled at 4 o'clock 
when the committee resumed. Be- 
fore giving any evidence, he read a} 
statement in reference to appoint-| 
ments to the medical, staff of the 
D.S.C.R., in which he informed the 
committee that the head office at Ot- 
tawa wassolely responsible for ap- 
pointments. He had no objection to 
discussing any matters of policy in 
making appointments, but he would 
refuse to discuss matters in connec- 
tion with the appointment or non-| 
appointment of any individual who 
might be seeking a post. 


Attempt to Apply Gag 

H. B. Morphy, M.P., claimed this 
was an attempt by the witness to ap- 
ply the gag to the committee. If Col. 
Davis would not answer any question 
put to him, Mr. Morphy wanted to 
have him told to leave the stand and 
go home. Other members of the) 
committee joined in the protest of | 
the witness’ action and finally he ask- 
ed to be allowed to* withdraw the 
statement, saying that he would place 
another before the committee later. 
Permission to withdraw was granted. 


Other Warm Moments 


There were, hewever, several other 
warm moments during the afternoon. 
An earlier witness, Dr. A. 8S. Inglis, 
of Winnipeg, had siated that he was 
refused a D.S.C.R. position in Van- 
couver because the unit officials there 
did not want an outsider appointed. 
He had been recommended, he said, 
by Sir James Lougheed, minister of 
the departnient. Dr, Inglis had a 
wide experience {in X-ray work and 
had swerved four and a half years 
overseas. Returning to Canada, he 
found difficulty in getting re-estab- 
Nshed and sought vainly for a post- 
tion with the D.8.C.R. and pension 
board.

Hon. T. W. Crothers, former minis- 
ter of Labor, said that, the amend- 
Mént Proposed to absolve the govern- 
menitt from al] respons‘billty for the 
acts of returning officers. If the se- 
lection of returning officers was re- 
stricted to provincial officdals, the 
government would. not.be called upon 
to take responsibility for their acts. 
The amendment said, in effect, any 
appointee of a provincial government 
ts eligible for the post of returnirg 
officer, but not appointees of the Do- 
minion government. 

If a sheriff, for instance, acted 
fraudulently jn an election, how could 
the Dominion government be blamed.

COMMISSIONERS 
GIVE IMPORTANT 
RULING FOR COAST 


OTTAWA, April 28.—(Associated 
Press).—A judgment of consherable 
interest to the city of Vancouver and 
the Pac'fic coast generally was handed 
down by the Board of Railway Com- 
missioners this afternoon. It covers 
the application of the city of Van- 
couver to compel the Vancouver Vic- 
toria and Eastern Ratiway to pay @ 
share of the coset of construct on ef 
Hastings street viaduct and certain 
other viaducts in Vancouver, and a 
counter-applcation of the railway in 
rebuttal, 

The commission finds thet the cost 
of the Pender and Keefer street via- 
ducts the munic pality should pay 2 
per cent. and the railway 75 per cent. 
after a contribution of $65,000 has 
been applied out of the railway geade 
crossings fund, 

The cost of the Harrie street via- 
duct is ordered to be paid, 40 per cent. 
by the mun'‘cipality and 60 per cent 
by the Vancouver, Victoria, and East. 
ern Railway. 

A payment of $15,000 out of ths 
crossings fund js allotted to apply 
aga‘nst the cost of the Hastings strebt 
viaduct. Of the balance, the ra lway 
is to pay 60 per cent and the city 40 
per cent. The judement covers six- 
teen typewritten pages.

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Spring Rains In Alberta! 


On Sunday, while Edmonton 
people were enjoying the sun- 
shine and balmy airs of spring, 
the vast region from Idaho to 
Kansas and from Nebraska to 
New Mexico was swept by a terri- 
fic two day blizzard, while away 
on the Atlanite coast Halifax was 
enduring the nearest approach to 
that sort of a climatic variation 
that the eastern dispatch-maker 
ever brings himself to admit. And 
during the succeeding days, while 
frequent showers- have been} 
sweeping the snow from our | 


within a 
the matter 


fields and keeping the house- 
wives worrying about . their 
floors, the wires have been bring- 
ing news of tornadoes raging 
around the mouth of the Missis- 
sippi, which took a toll of four 
hundred lives and destroyed pro- 
perty of uncalculated value. If 
we are sustaining in this part of 
the continent the disadvantages 
of a late spring we are suffering 
in good company and plenty of it, 
and may well be thankful that we 
have escaped the disasters that 
have come upon the dwellers in 
other parts. 

Of course the weather of the 
week has been altogether unortho- 
dox. Rain is about the one thing 
we count unlikely in the spring 
season. Bright sunshine and 
warm breezes are the prevailing 
characteristics of spring in this 
latitude, and when clouds and 
rain are substituted disappoint- 
ment is apt to be both general and 
vocal. The breezes have been with 
us this week, but the sunshine— 
emphatically not! That there 
was any sun in the sky has been 
supposed most of the time only 
because there always has ‘been 
one, And to cap the climax, when 
it was not raining there has been 
generally more or less of a fog in 
evidence, Rain and fog in spring! 
Has southern Ontario swapped 
spring climates with Alberta? 

However, the weather has been 
a good deal better than it looked 
—or felt. In fact it was the kind 
of weather that was most needed, 
the kind that could take away the 
snow most quickly and leave the 
most moisture behind. A hot sun 
and warm southwest winds would, 
have taken the snow fast, but they | 
would have sucked up.the water 
as they melted it, and by the time} 
the snow was gone the dust would | 
have been biowing. Just at the 
moment the conservation of mois- 
ture may not seem to be a matter 
of very great necessity or import-| 
ance, but it is. Of what use would 
have been the six feet of snow that 
fell last winter if what remains| 
of it had been gathered up into! 
the elowds and the land left dry at 
seeding time? Thanks to the rain 
the snow has melted faster. than 
sun and wind could have melted| 
it, and the resultant water—plus' 
the rainfall—has soaked into the 
soil. By this time the ground 
must be saturated feet deep. When; 
drying weather comes the surfacc| 
will soon get solid» enough for 
working and seeding, and then the 
water seeping upward from be-| 
neath will germinate the seeds and; 
start the young plants into the| 
lustiest of growth with the mini-|! 
mum loss of time. ; 

The early freshening of the pas- 
ture lands will be of as much, or! 
of more, importance than the} 
quick starting of the sown crops. | 
Early grass is one thing that the 
normal Alberta spring fails to| 
provide, And the grass is—actu-| 
ally—likely to be earlier this year| 
than it usualiy is, by some weeks. 
Normally the ground ‘is bare at| 
the beginning of April, But it 
remains bare until along into May 
or so nearly bare that the cattle 
have to be fed or depend upon 
the dead herbage of the previous 
year, Really good wild pasture 
18 not commonly to be found un- 
til the beginning of June, and not! 
until that month do cattle really 
begin to ‘pick up’’ from the win- 
ter. But with the soaking the 
ground has now received, a few 


-more plentiful supply 


days of warm sunshine will clothe 


the hills and valleys in green, and 
the cattle should be revelling in 
the finest of pasture two or three 
weeks earlier than usual, What 
that will mean, by enabling the 
stock to make an early recovery 
from the winter, is something to

Idea of Conference Originated in 
Canada—Bishop Gray Is to 
Attend

(Parochial Magazine) 


Tt fe not generally known that the 
Lambeth Conforence had its origin in 
Canada. At the Provincial Synod of 
the Canadian Church, held on Septem- 
ber .20th, 1865, it was unanimously 
agreed, upon the motion of Bishop

This 
indicates the scope of their deliber- 
ations as la'd down In the preliminary 
programme, Tho first invitation call- 
ing the Conferance wag issued from 
Lambeth PPalace on February 26th, 
1867 and was accepted by seventy-six 
Bishops, The first meeting of the Con- 
ference took place on Tuesday, Hep- 
tember 24th, the game year, the open- 
ing service being held in the chapel at 
which Bishop Whitehouse of Iilino’s 
was tho preacher. There were present 
twenty-four Colonial Bishops § and 
nineteen from the United States, re- 
resenting the Churches overseas. 

any grave-‘and important questions 
were considered by the Conference, to 
which {ft {s impossible to refer in a 
short article, but so important were 
the possibilities which the first Con- 
ference Indicated that the question of 
another soon arose, 

Again the Canadian Church took 
the initiative. In December, 1872 the 
Bishops of the Bcclesiastical Prov- 
ince of Canada appealed to the Con- 
vocation of Canterbury to support 
them in their request that the Art#- 
bishop of Canterbury would, summon 
n second conference, and on July 10th, 
1877 a second fMvitation was issued 
calling a conference to meet on July 
2nd, 1878. The conference was attend- 
ed by one hundred Bishops of whom 
thirty were colonial and  n'‘neteen 
from the United States. At this Con- 
ference it was definitely settled to 
ontinue these gatherings at intervals 
of ten years,

These do not re- 
quire much care and very ttle space, 
Thorough Cultivation Necesaary, 

Too much care cuunot be given to the 
Cultivation as soon as the ground is dry 
enough for working it should be plowed 
deep, but not so deep that the plow will 
bring up clay or sub-soil. Every two or 
three years a lberal supply of stable 
manure should be applied. ‘This cannot be 
easily overdone, for most vegetables. 
Chemical manures require a more jJudicl 
ous diatributon and one not acquatnted 
with thelr properties and the requirements 
of the plants, gan ensily Jo couxiderable 
harm. After p owing, the ground should 
be well harrowed at o: avold los# 
of moisture by evaporation. 

Celery Requires shade, 

Sow at once all baru: tables such 
as spinach, onfon-, beet ryots, peas, 
radishes ete. About three weeks later new 
sowings of pens, radish and lettuce should 
be made. This should be done about 
three or four times, to Insure a continuvne 
supply during the entire summer montlry. 
In a sbady place sow some sorrell nnd 
parsley. In a place that is shaded part of 
the day, reserve o space for a celery trench, 
Small beds of lettuce, radishes, thyme, ete 
ean} own broadcast, but all other veg 
etab! honld be planted In rows not leas 
than 15 inches spart, taking great a 
not to sow too thick In the rows, because 
by so dolug you will crowd the plants. 

Plants Should Not be Crowded, 

Crowding of plunts ts one of the prin- 
cipal causes of failure among the less ex: 
perienced gardeners, especially on town 
lots, where there Is too much of a tend- 
ency to plant more than the space nyall- 
able will allow. 

; In small gardens tt would not be ad- 
visable to plant certain vegetables such as 
potatoes. The amount {s not of as much 
value, considering the space they oceupy, 
as many other things of a greater yalue 
and rrriety. * 

There imuet be ample room between the 
Tows wf plants to allow the use of hoe or 
enultivitor, and culivatton cannot be 
peated too ofien, espectally in dry weather 
CultiPation is much more benefictal thon 
watering and kills many insects that attach 
viants,

Water Sparingly. 

Watering, under many conditions, js not 
to be* recommended, especially when tha 
water is hard, very cold or not very plen- 
tiful. Water under these conditions often 
causes inore harm than good. It hase 
tendency to harden or enke the surface 
without reaching the roots where molstura 
S most necessary, Watering, however, 19 
indispensable with celery If this plant 
‘oes not have an abundance of moisture it 
will invariably go to seed and be useless 

Started in Hot-Red. 
Tomatoes, cabbage of all kinds, celery, 


ete, are all started in hot-beds or In a 
creen-house, and are trausplanted to a 
permanent place as goon as possible. In 


Alberta it ts not adytsable to transplaut 
tomatoes before the end of May. About 
May 20(h bas been found to be the best 
time ito plant all tender vegetables such as 
corn. beans, ete., and experience has gone 
fo show that it 1s highly ndvisable te 
plant these !n some part of the garden 
where there ts plenty of sunshine 
Asparagus Does Well In Alberta, 

Although most all vegetables grow well 
n Alberta there is probably no other that 
on be cultivated with as great success ne 
asparagus. Asparagus grown in this 
country 4s larger and more tender than 
can be grown either In Europe or in the 
Argentine, The greatest sdvantage io 
crowing this vegetable is that the largest 
‘rop ix produced in the month of Muay, 
vhen few other vegetables are to be had 
Thelr culture is very simple and after the 
{rst year they require very little atten- 
tlone 

Culture of Asparagus, 

Sow in ong or two rows and keep fret 
from weeds. In the second year prepare 
the permanent beds, This ts done by 
lowing deep ang at the same time in- 
orporating gn abundance of fresh barn 
vard manure. Dig parallel trenches twe 
nd one-half feet apart and about seveo 
nehes deep ,and plant the rdots two and 

e-lalf feet apart in the bottom of thes 
trenches aud cover, leaving the crowus 
about one inch below the surface, Greal 
care should be exercised to spread out the 
roots evenly, and after they have  beew 
planted, give a good liberal watering 
During the next season keep free of weet 
and give a liberal sprinkling of course sa 
which wiil be very beneficlal to the aspar 
agus and help to keep down tne weeds. 
Cultivation will In time fill the entire 
trench and care should be e@erelsed to see 
that it 4s not opened again, 

Cut Third Year, 

The asparagus ia not reedy for cutting 
until the third season Farly in the sprin 
cut the dry stalks from the preceding yea 
level with the ground, and hill up abow 
twelve inches high over every piant. 
soon as the little tips show through the 
soll, which will be about May 10th reimoy 
the hill carefully with a hoe or by haud, 
and break off the tender shoots and re- 
hill, They will be ready te cut again with 
in a week's time, 

Lest Fifteen Years.

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AGRICULTURE MAY BE VIEWED 


FROM THREE DIFFERENT ANGLES 
AS A SCIENCE ART OR BUSINESS 


‘ (By James McCaig.) 


There ate three angles from which we 
can view agriculture, We may view 1t as 
science, art or buwlnens, The sclence of 
agriculture is interesting to those wid 
profit by the application of its principies 
and likewise to many others, It is being 
given a place Jn general education echemes 
and systems which fs a recognition of its 
value @9 a etudy as well as for use. 

The art of agriculture is ftiteresting to 
everybody. There are few seople who do 
not at some time or uther wish to own a 
piece of ground either iarge or emall and 
to produce something from the soll, A 
good many people in city pursulte get 
weaned away from the art, but even f they 
do not or need aot pay ony attention to 
returns, a little of the art is of wholesome 
Interest to anybody. 

Activity in Organization «f Farmers, 

The business of agricnituve is the ns- 
pect at present that seems to be up. Tue 
ecience of agriculture {s tituminating and 
the art is interesting, but there {ts etill so 
much of the factor of labor in production 


‘ and so many contingencies affecting re- 


turns, euch as drought, hail, frosts and 
floods besides {insect aid weed, posts, that 
farming is not a get-rich-quick @cheme aud 
even keeps most of those engaged in It 
working at or near A sibsistence level. Of 
course the farmer approximates more to 
the middle class than to laboring classes. 
He enjoys some certainty and tndepend- 
ence with regard ito miny of dle neres- 
earies of Mfe. It is still the case that he 
requires to get the last dollar out of his 
products and on this acount there fias 
been great activity in the organization of 
farmers for marketing services. Much of 
this organisation has been, done*by gov- 
ernment, or by governments and associa- 
tions of farmers jointly, and a good deal 
of it on the other hand has been done by 
the farmers themselves, ‘Tne services that 
have been instituted relate to the market- 
{ug of grain, live stock, dairy and poultry 
products, wool, hay, seed grain and po- 
tatoes. 
Country Credit. 

Resides marketing there has been con- 
elderable progres; dp financlny. ‘There has 
been an organization of country credit to 
enablé groups of farmers to »xtend their 
opergtiona, to increas their ejuipment or 
carry on business between the times of sca- 
sonal returns, 

Grain. 

The marketing of grain is reyrulated by 
the Canada Qrain act. This act includes 
provisions relating to the construction of 
platforms, the operation of elevitors, the 
distribution of ears and also regulates the 
business between fariners on the one hand 
and track buyers aud commission merch- 
ants on the other, The Board of Grain 
Commissioners controle the platform ac- 
commodation. Wlevators muet be operated 
under license and operators are put under 
bonds, Elevator charges and {tariffs are 
regulated by the board and the forms and 
methods of doing business are set out jn 
the act, Scales as well as the other parts 
of the plant are inspected by the Dominion 
government. The books of elevator com- 
panies are also subject to dnespection. 
Track buyers and commission meh operate 
under lHcense and they are obliged to con- 
duct thelr business according to xhe pro- 


vistone of the act, The government fixes | +1,, 


the grades of grain—onts, barley ‘and flax 
as well ne wheat—and it is inspected for 
grade at Winnipeg and likewise at the 
terminal elevators at the head of the lakes. 
Local Marketing Servieo Good. 

In, Alberta local marketing gervices are 
good. There are now about five hundred 
elevators An the province and one hundred 
and forty-six of these ere owned by 
farmers themselves. By an act of 
proryinclal legtslatnre in 1918 the incorpora- 
tion of elevator companies was authorized 
and associations ;were given power to ‘pur- 
chase, lease and opernte elerntors, The 
government advanced Joans up to elghty- 
five per cent. of the construction cost of 
elevators with interest at flve per cent. tnd 
principal repayable in twenty-year instal- 
ments. These provisions enabled farmers 
to provide compbtitive service in towns 
where other elevators were established, to 
establish elevators where there were none 
and to derive profit from the dividends of 
their own companies, In 1917 an“uct was 
passed enabling the Alberta I"armers’ Co- 
Operative Elevator company to transfer 
thelr properties to the United Grain Grow- 
era, Ltd., a company incorperated under a 
Dominion act in 1911, Under the present 
grain marketing services farmers can con- 
sign to the elevator companies for sale jon 
commiselon. They can sell to the elevator 
companies or they can slip on thelr own 
account, ! 

The Business‘ of Dairying. 

The dairy businesa seems to lend itself 
easily to organization, Milk {s a butty, 
heavy product and economy demands its 
manufacture dr concentration or both with- 
in nenr the area of production, The con. 
yersion of milk into creamery butter is the 
most representative kind of concentration. 
In (Alberta there are fifty-three co-opera- 
tive creameries, The wanufacture of 


creamery butter was started by the build. | 


ing and owning of creameries by the gov 
ernment. ‘These haye now passed wholly 
into local ownership and are real co-oper- 
ative concerns jn ownership and manage- 
ment.

two million pounds of butter and half a

Marketing of Poultry Products. 

Eggs and poultry on the farm are & 
good deal like dairy products in that con- 
solldation of iocal products is necessary 
for economical selling. Individual market- 
ing is wasteful of raluable time, Eggs are 
likewise easily drjured-or epotled and care 
ia necessary in handling them. Legislation 
was passed in 1919 making dt illegal to sell 
bad eggs. At the sanic time jan active cam- 
paign in the care of eggs has been catried 
OMe 
At present there are two grading stations 
in the prevince, at Edmonton and Calgary. 
gcse are received from individuals or 
local shipping associations, graded and 
sold at the lowest possible cost to produc- 
ers, Advances mre made at the time the 
eggs are received and final settlement made 
when the produce fs sold, ‘Though this 
has been in operation only over two bens 
aons an improvement has taken place in 
the quality of the product coming up to 
the commissioner's warehouse and the 
trade is standing for better and steadier 
prices on account of certainty of the qual- 
ity in the product. 

Co-Operative Marketing of Wool. 


One of the best examples of economical 
marketing of farm products ts the case of 
wool Five years ago the various sheep 
breeders’ associations of the province at 
such polots as Lethbridge and tributary 
contres, Pincher Creek, Calgary, Lacombe, 
Edmonton and Vermilion, c+sembled the 
wool of members of the association at 
shipping pointe and had it graded by ex- 
perts furnished by the Dominion depart- 
ment of agriculture. This was intended to 
make possible the securing of competitive 
bidding for wool] by reason of ¢he attrac- 
quantities that were offered, but it 
did not always turn out this way. Botter 
prices were generally secured but on one 
occasion at least the buyera divided the 
product and got the western woo! at much 
lower prices ¢han the prices running in the 
enat. 

In 1917 the Canadian Co-Operative Wooi 
Growers’ association was formed, which is 
Dominion-wide association for the mark- 


about 90 per cent. of the Alberta wool was 
sold co-operatively. It was graded at local 
points and shipped to Toronto, Some of 
it was sold to Canadian manufacturers but 
the bulk of it went to Boston. The total 
sold co-operatively in this year was 2,- 
309,584 pounds, This was putting the pro- 
duct directly on to consuming or large 
commission house centres and the result 
was highly profitable to producers, Oc- 
casionally individual buyers will offer Just 
as good prices as can be secured through 
co-operative selling but these are isolated 
cases which are intended to stampede pro- 
ducers from the co-operative association. 
ian 1919 large quantities were likewise con- 
signed in this wey. 

Nearly all the wool of Central Alberta 
was marketed co-operatively and most of 
the wool] of the Calgary district, but the 
| Lethbridge wool was divided between co- 
| operative and private selling. Owing to 
drouth conditions this yenr many* of the 
owners {n Southern Alberta wished to get 
quick returns in order to \purchase feed.

separate during the breeding season, 
and hatch only the eggs from them, 
In this way he can raise the standard 
of hia flocks, 

Besides raising the gtandard of the 
flock there is the advantage that the 
farmer only hag to buy one male bird 
for the breeding flock thus selected 
whereas if the breeding birds were not 
selected anc kept separate he would 
be obliged to purchase probably five 
or six males. Besides aasisting the 
farmer by selecting the breeding flock 
the Department will assist any farmer 
in getting a guitable male bird by 
putting him in direct touch with other 
breeders who have stock of good 
quality for sale,

Question No. 1—At what stage of do- 
velopment is the sunflower cut to give the 
best results for feed? Is it cut Just be- 
fore it goes to seed and how is it best 
fod ?—“Farmer,” Bowden, 

Question No, 2—I wish to star? growing 
fall rye. If [ seed summer fallow Iand 
down ¢o fall rye in the latter part of ‘July, 
or in August, can I put stock on it In the 
fall and also in the following «pring? Can 
1 plow the fall rye stubble up and seed to 
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wheat the following spring, or would I 
have to summer fallow the fall rye stubble 
before. seeding to wheat ?—“Beginner,” 
Strome. 

Anawer to No. 1—Sunflowers cannot be 
fed in the sheaf to cattle, as the «talke 
when dried out are woody and unpalatable, 
and it {ts therefore necessary to haye a silo 
before catisfactory results can be obtained. 
For enailing, this crop is cut when the 
seeds are in the milk stage, and the whole 
stalk {s pat through an enailage cutter. In 
feeding out thiy ensilage it ta advisable 
to mix it, or feed in conjunction with hay 
or cut oat sheaves, 

Answer to No, 2—Fall tye aown in the 
Jatter part of July or early ‘August will 
furnish @ considerable amount of pasture 
the same season, and can also be pustured 
the following spring. If the stock are 
taken off fin the‘arly summer a falr crop 
can be harvested ,nnd should yleld from 
twenty to twenty-five bushels per acre. 
If there is plenty of molsture fn the soll 
there is no reason why (fall rye stubble 
could pot he ploughed up and seeded to 
wheat the folowing spring, but since a 
fair amount of pasture can be taken off 
in ithe spring, and a crop harvested later, 


it does not seem cdvisable to plow up this)

It cannot have escaped the atten- 
tion, not only of musicians, but of al) 
those interested in music, that over @ 
period, represented by perhaps the 
major portion of the last century, or- 
ganists—viewed svlely in ther rela 
tion to the higher formg of musica) 
composition—feil (from a combina 
tion of causes, which need not here 
be dealt with in detail) below the 
high position to wh.ch they were in- 
trinsically entitied, This falling away 
cannot but be regretted when one 
thihks of the earlier giories of the or- 
gaunist and his position in the musical 
world for centur.es, stretching back 
to at least the Middle Ages.

The following detallea comparison 
of the present academtc course with 
the corresponding submitted academio 
course Will serve to clarify the dis- 
cuasion. 


1. The present four years’ course 
includes 56 subjects, where we define 
@ subject to mean one year's study 
of any subject. Of these 56 subjects 
we find that 33 are required and 23 
are elective. The sutmitted course 
includes 66 subjects of wihiich 26 are 
required and 40 are elective. 

This comperison indicates that ths 
submitted course has a (broader con- 
tent than the present course and 
also that the number of elective suv- 
jects is practically doubled.

SAYS MEN ARE 


WELL PLERGED 
WITH TREATMENT 


Dr. Wace, of Vancouver, Gives 
Evidence Before the Pen- 
sions Committee 


Ottawa, April 28—-At the meeting, 
Dr. C. Wace, F.R.C.8S. of Vancouver, 
was called by ‘the pensions committee} 
this morning in regard to the départ-| 
ment of soldiers’ civil re-establish- 
ment orthopedic and tubercular cases 
in Victoria and Vancouver. 

He thought generally the British 
Columbia men were well satisfied with 
the orthopedic appliances ijasued to 
them. There wero few complaints. 
The artificial legs were very satis- 
factory and the Canadian artificial 
arms the best ho had yet come across. 

Dr. Waco said he was noticing a 
decided tendency armong disabled men 
to gravitate toward the warmer cli- 
mate of British Columb‘a. Twelve per 
cent. of the tubercular cases treated) 
by the department soldiers’ clvh re-| 
establishment had heen apparently ar: 
rested, while over 50 per cent. were| 
quiescent or improved, He was not; 
surprised at some of the men showing 
a tendency to refuse treatment. 

The work given at Sanatorla was 
regarded by the men aa part of the 
treatment. Dr. Wace thought this 
work should be designed to assist the 
man in h'g future work. He empha- 
sized the fact that once a man had 
been treated for tuberculosis he was 
always subject to re-attack. He had 
been rather startled by the number of 
men who began to go down after his 
sanatorium term ended, There was 
need of after-care work among the 
men,

Memory of 


“gt. George for patriot England.” 
This is the day on which the red 
cross of St. George takes on a deeper 
gleam; the day on which true born 
Britons in every land do honor and 


reverence to a heroic, patron saint 
whose emblem on the Fiag has flown 
in victory over a thousand fifids of 
battle. 

April 23rd ig one of the days of the 
year when the Union Jack shouid fly 
from the mastheads in triumph. To- 
day is the 1617th anniversary of the 
death of a gallant Christian Knight at 
the hands of the Roman emperor Dio- 
cletian, Unspeakabie torture and 
death was the price paid by this 
knight for the right to enjoy and de- 
fend the principles of Chrigtianity. 
The knight was St. George, patron 
saint of England, 

Enduring ideals have been inspired 
in the English race by the noble life 
and heroic death ef St. George. The 
festival of the patron saint has par- 
taken of a national character in Wng- 
land since the decree of the Council 
of Oxford in 1222, although it was 
not until the reign of Edward II 
(1849) that St. George was definitely 
recognized as the nation’s patron 
eaint. The shouts of “St. George for 
Merrie England" were heard at the 
jousts of the knights of old and sol- 
diers of the Empire conquered in 
countless battles with the ringing war- 
cry of “Jod and &t. George for Eng- 
land,” 

Career of St. George 

As the career of the great warrior 
patron saint ig not so well known aa 
might be desirable in a national 
eense, a few facts should be of inter- 
est on this anniversary of the death 
and also the birth of St. George. When 
the Roman Empire was at the height

Red Cross of St. George Should Fly From Mastheads 
on April 23—Anniversary of Birth and Death 
of Gallant Christian Warrior. 


the Patron Saint 


of manhood George took up a sol- 
dier’s career. His diligence and seem- 
ly conduct brought about his promo- 
tion and at the age of 20 he was con- 
sidered one of the most reliable offi- 


cers in the Roman army. In civil life! - 


he was later raised to the rank of tri- 
bune, which gave him an opportunity 
of settling amicably many difficult 
problems which were brought before 
him by Itigants, George served with 
distinction through two campaigns— 
first in Bgypt under Diocletian, the 
emperor, ‘with whom he became a 
favorite; and afterwards in Persia, 
uncer Galerius, one of the Caesars, 
who also formed a passionate regard 
for the splendid young officer. 

After becoming a tribune George 
Was sent to Britain on two occasions 
&@s a special emissary of the emperor 
Diocletian to the co-emperor Constan- 
tine, whose court was then held where 
the old city of York now stands. 
These stays In Britain were lengthy, 
George taking great interest in the 
inhabitanta to whom he _ endeared 
himself by his kindly acts and asso- 
clation, He induced Helen, the British- 
born wife of the emperor to embrace 
Christianity, thug preparing & means 
for the overthrow of Paganism in the 
Roman Empire, The last stay of the 
young knight in Britain came to an 
abrupt end, for hearing of the perse- 
cution of his fellow Christians in the 
homeland he hurried back in the hope 
of changing conditions by his inter- 
vention, But hig arrival in Beirut was 
met by a terrible scene of bloodshed, 
persecution and misery. While doing 
his best to alleviate the sufferings of 
his co-religionists he dediared open 
War on paganism, tearing down the 
emperor's edicts and destroying the 
|pagan temples. The brutal ruler Gal- 
jerius refused to parley with his old 
friend, eo George clad in armor and 
on a splendid charger, did his utmost 
;to stem the tide of oppression, and 
\the legend tells how he attacked and 
|slayed the dragon which _ brought 
‘such terror and suffering to the people 
of Beirut. 

Death After Torture 

St. George then went to Thessaloni- 
ca, and finding conditions there equal- 
ly bad, passed on to Nicodema, the 
court of Diocletian, where he made a 
strong appeal to the emperor and be- 
fore the senate on behalf of the 
Christians. His pleadings failed to 
istop the wave of persecution and 
death, However he fought the op- 
pression with all the strength and 
courags at his command, being final- 
ly badly wounded in an altercation 
with Roman pad A a He was taunted 
and tortured unce&singly while he was 
allowed to recover and when he 
steadfastly refused to renounce the 
faith and religion of his fathers ang 
accept paganism was put to death by 
order of the emperor on Good Friday, 
April 23, in the year 303. 

Thereafter St. George was amongst 
Christian peoples looked upon as one 
who get a high example in courage, 
dutyg' love and eacrifice,: Under the 
rule of the first Christian emperor of 
Rome, Constantine, who assumed the 
reigna of power in the year 830 after 
a decade of turmoil and unsettled 
government, and who was brought up 
in the Christian faith by his mother 
the ex-empress Helena, the memory 
of St. George was perpetuated by the 
erection of many churches which were 
named after the famous warrior,

Her Supremacy Is Still Undoubt- 
ed, Says H. BE. Burbidge, of 
Hudson's Bay Co. 


Vancouver, April 22—Engiland !s 
rapidly regaining her former com- 
mercial supremacy, said Mr. H. E. 
Burbidge, stores commiasioner of the 
Hudson's Bay Company, who re- 
turned Monday morning from London 
after an absence of eight weeks. Mr. 
Burbidge expressed himself as 
pleased with the dusiness outlook in 
the old country, and remarked chit 
the s¢mproved rate of exchange ani ths 
fact that the majority of the British 
factories were booked ahead wich wr- 
ders for the next eighteen months or 
more pointed to a quick recovery cf 
Great Britain as the World's centre of 
commerce. 

Business in the English retail stores 
he said, has been exceptionaliy g90/ 
and while 1919 was a record yea; for 
most establishments present indica- 
tions pointed to 1920 sumpassing the 
previous year's total. Labor in Great 
Britain, as compared with other 
countries, was giving a fair day's work 
he continued, but the cry was being 
constantly raised for higher ‘wages 
and generally these demands were 
granted. 

Mr. Burbidge was impreesed with 
the crowded conditions In the oid 
country and fin London, he sav, ‘t wis 
extremely difficult to secure hotel no- 
commodation unless atrangemneants 
were made in advance. The houstag 
problem was particularly serious and 
{t would be some years, he thought, 
before it was satisfactorily setil2i, A 
law was enacted during the war, he 
explained, which made it ‘mpossible 
to eject a tenant as long as the rent 


made it illegal to Taiee the rent, so 
that rentals were practically on a 
pre-war basis. There was some Sug- 
gestion made, added Mr. Burbidge, 
that the act would be amended per- 
mitting landlords to raise the Tent, but 
at the same time the tenant's Interests 
would be safeguarded and as long as 
the rent was paid the tenant could nov 
be ejected, 

Prices of merchandise were etill 
high, reported the stores commission- 
er, and indications were that prices 
would increase and deliveries wou.d 
be difficult and delayed. 

Mr. Burbidge will remain in Van- 
couver ten days and nvill then return 
to Winntpeg where he will meet Sir 
Robert Kindersley, governor of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company, who is vieit- 
ing Canada to celebrate the 250th an- 
niversary of the company.

There are many different joints that 
might be used in making a window 
screen, The butt joint, however, ja the 
easiest for the amateur to make, and 
if the nails are well get and the faeten- 
ers properly driven, this screen will be 
found very rigid after the wire cloth is 
tacked to the frame. 

Cypress or white piné are the most: 
@urable and are easily worked, hence 
make good woods for this purpose. 
This lumber can be bought at any! 
lumber yard. cut In two and three inch 
strips in lengths of ten, twelve and 
fourteen feet. 

After getting the measurement “A"! 

and “B’” decide what lefigths will cut 
to the best advantage, then mako out, 
‘your lumber Dill. If the screen 1s over; 
four feet in length, a one anda 
half\inch cross piece should be put in 
the frame to etrengthen it. This can 
be cut from one of the two inch 
pieces and should be placed in the 
frame opposite where the two sashes 
overlap. Screen molding is used to 
cover the edge of the screen. 

First cut the side pieces to length 
“B,"" Next cut the top, bottom and cen- 
ter pleces to length A’ less twice the 
width of one of the aide pieces. The 
use of a miter box will assist greatly 
in getting the ends perfectly square,

The bottom 
piece should be nailed about an eighth

When the frame is well natled to- 
gether, drive one-half inch “corrugated 
fasteners in the corners as shown on 
the butt joint drawingé—two on one 
side and one on the other. Theso fas- 
teners draw and hold the pleces to- 
gether very firmly. 

Ifthe wndow is to be hung on 
hinges and have a great dealof use, 
corner brackets fastened in the corn- 
ers will strengthen the frame a great

The frame ehould be given two 
coats of paint before the wire cloth is 
fastened in place, The cloth can be} 
bought in coarse and fine mesh, the 
finer being more expensive. It comes 
in rolls, so you can get any length, 
but the width is 12, 14, 16 inches, ete.
